v For many years Gypsies roaming the counlry during tlie 
suminer months have" been more or less of a nuisance, and 
their evident inclinalion lo "keep up with the times" bids fair 
lo convert them into a menace if it has not already done so. 


Prom many quarters have come reports thus early .in tlie 


season that these wandering tribes are carrying a pretty high 
hand. 
In common with the rest of the population they have 


discarded horses and are now traveling in automobiles, by 
which means they can cover far more territory than formerly. 
And in addition to this change they have, according to common 
report, become more brazen and do not hesitate to play the 
j^art of highwaymen when favorable opportunity offers. Near 
,i Western Massachusetts city there have been several holdups 
within the last few days by a band of Gypsies, the men and 
women being about equally adept and-daring in this line of 
endeavor. One man was robbed, an automobile driver was 
ordered by a Gypsy woman to slow down, bul instead of doing 
this he."stepped on the gas" and soonMt her' far in the rear. 
A baker was held up and compelled to' hand over several loaves 
of bread, and a biscuit company's driver was halted OH the road 
and niade lo disgorge a share of his goods. r The chief of police 
of (he city near which these things happened has decided to 
allow.no more Gypsies lo stop in Ihe town, and members 
the state constabulary are busy keeping them moving an 
guarding the public againsl their depredations lo the best 
their ability.

The hope is expressed thai means may be found for dfivin 


ihe Gypsies out of the state, but this may nol be an easy ma 
fer. .There is no law against people traveling the highways s 
long as they behave themselves, but it is possible these trouble 
some travelers may be legally harrassed until [hey will be gla 
to leave. And there is plenty of law lo deal with them in case 
in which they continue the practices complained, of. . 


There is no good excuse for bands of men and women roan 


ing the country as [he Gypsies do, but of course it is their pri\ 
ilege so long as they obey the laws and do not annoy the rnib 
lie. But when th^y resort to theft and highway robbery as 
part of their meani of livelihood il is time that something wa 
done about H, ancl it is safe lo say that something will be done 


Most of the men and most of the women of these bauds at 


strong and healthy looking. They appear to be abundaotl} 
able to work, but honest work is clearly nol lo their liking, anc 
so they travel about Ihe country selling trinkets, telling for 
(tines and helping themselves to anything they can lay Ihei 
hands on and get away wilh. 
: And Ihese people have evidently been affected by the crinn 
wave. ,AI1 reports indicate-thai they are bolder than ever Ihi: 
yedr and taking chances that never would have been taken b.\ 
Gypsy bands in other days. Hold-ups and highway robber) 
are new features on their pYogram, and this is loo serious 
matter lo be overlooked. . 


Perhaps the easiest way for most communities-will be to 


compel these unwelcome,visitors to "move on," but where 
their offenses are loo glaring there should be arrests-arid penal 
des sufficient lo leach them that they are on dangerous ground 
and that the public has some rights which even^Gypsies are 
bound to respect.
